The critical moment in the Israel-Syria disengage- 
ment negotiations will almost certainly come on Sun- 
day, when Secreary Kissinger returns to Jersualem 
from Damascus, well-placed observers said last night. 
Dr. Kissinger will then be in a position to specify and 
detail any points of agreement that he has distilled 
from the Israeli and Syrian positions — and the many 
and broad areas of disagreement. The “brass tacks” 
talking will then begin on each of those disputed 
points, with the Secretary and his assistants probably, 
commuting between the two capitals well into next 


week. 


After yesterday's day of talks in 
Jerusalem, U.S. and American 
spokesmen both referred to a “re- 
view of principles.” State Depart- 
ment Ambassador-at-Large Robert 
McCloskey andIsrael's Information 
Minister Shimon Peres listed the 
“principles” as: the line of disenga- 
gement, exchange of PoWs, release 
of wounded PoWs, definition of buf- 
fer zone and limited-forces zone, 
U.N, role in policing a disengage- 
ment. 

The shadow of Israel's anxiety at 
recent U.S. policy moves in the Mid- 
dle East hung over the day's talks. 
The first session — with only Premier 
Meir, Ambassador Dinitz and the 
Secretary participating—was repor- 
tedly given over almost entirely to 
@ frank discussion of U.S. aims and 
policies in the region. Mrs. Meir ex- 
pressed Israel’s anxiety over the 
American support at the UN Secur- 
ity Council last week for the reso- 
lution following the post-Kiryat 
Shmona reprisal raid which failed 
to mention the Kiryat Shmona mas- 
Sacre at all. 

She questioned the Secretary 
about the general direction of U.S. 
policy. Did this UN vote represent 
8 serious departure, a new orten- 
tation towards ‘“evenhandedness,” 
she wanted to know? What would 
the effect of the U.S.'s rapidly im- 
proving relations with many Arab 
states be on its ties with Israel? 
Specifically, would there be any 
effect on future military and eco- 
nomic assistance? 

Isracl’s anxiety, which has been 
expressed by ministers at home as 
well as by senior Israeli diplomats 
in Wazhington and at the UN, has 


been heightened in recent days by 
what some observers here see as 
subtie but tangible pressures being 
exerted by the Secretary and his 
officials, The emphasis on the prob- 
lem of Israel's “survival” (see ar- 
rival statement, page 2) is a new 
note which has been heard here 
with some disquiet.

Franco-Israel ‘confidence’ 


sought by G. d’Estaing

PARIS. — Conservative presidential 
candidate Giscard d'Estaing said 
yesterday that, if he is elected, he 
will strive to restore a “climate of 
confidence” in relations between 

Israel and France. 

Answering a questionnaire sub- 
mitted by Salomon Friedrich, presi- 
gent of the France-Iarae]l Altance, 
he seid he believed that only the 
Middle Eastern peoples “can and 
must reach a geruine peace between 
themselves.” The French finance mi- 
mister added: “This peace must be 
Zounded on the basic principle of 
the right to existence of all peo- 
ple in the Middle Hast.” 


Giscard went on: “It is of prime 
importance that Israel must το 


.again be exposed to danger by Ita 


geography. But she must also ac- 
cept her enemies’ tegitimate claims.” 

According to the latest opinion 
polls, d’Mistaing is certain to emérge 
well ahead of the Gaullist ‘candidate 
Jacques Chaban-Delmas in Sunday's 
first round of polling. Giscard is 
reckoned by the polls as having a 
51-49 chance of winning the pre- 
sidency against Socialist contender 
Francois Mitterrend in the decisive 
ballot between the two front run- 
ners on May 19. 

Premier Pierre Messmer, who 
made an inglorious but brief effort 
to present himself as a majority 
candidate earlier in the campaign, 
said yesterday he will make 2 ma~ 
jor policy speech to government re- 
presentatives on Monday. The prime 
minister is expected to ask French 
right-wingers to rally massively be- 
hind Giscard against Mitterrand. 

Mitterrand can look forward to 
44 per cent of the ballots on Sun- 
day if the opinion polls are accu- 


rate. He appears to be building up 
his grass-roots support day by day. 
Some observers believe he could pull 
of ἃ first-round victory on Sunday. 
ven more cautious commentators 
say that, with only a two per cent 
gap now predicted between him and 
Giseard for the run-off poll, he could 
improve his position over the next 
fortnight and enter the Elysee in 
triumph.

CHABAN’S CHANCES 

But Chaban's chances of retrieving 
the seven per cent of the total elec- 
torate ‘which he has lost in the 
past week seem negligible. His sup- 
port for Israel — the most out- 
spoken of any of the major candi- 
dates — does not appear to have 
rallied any recruits to Chaban’s ban-~ 
ner. His campaign image has been 
successively criticised by his aides 
first as too frivolous, then too se- 
rlous, and finally as handicapped 
by an indelible Cheshire cat grin. 

Only four of the 10 Gaullist min- 
isters in the present caretaker zov- 
ernment have come out in favour 
of Chaban—even the backing of For- 
eign Minister Michel Jobert has not 
brought him joy. 

The outcome could be decided by 
the 800,000 voters in France's over- 
Seas territories — the West Indies, 
Djibouti and Reunion Island in the 
Pacific --- where ballot-rigging has 
been @ regular phenomenon in the 
past.

Commission to probe UK press 


LONDON (UPI). — Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson yesterday announced 
appointment of a Royal Commission 


-to make a sweeping examination of 


the British press. 
Be told the House of Commons 


. the commission would investigate 


“the factors affecting the mainten- 
ance of the independence, diversity 
and editorial standards of news- 
papers and periodicals” and “the 
public's freedom of choice” in this 
area. 

Wilson’s announcement followed 
closure of Lord Beaverbrook's opera- 
tion in Scotland, resulting in the loss 
of nearly 2,000 jobs by the death of 
the “Scottish Daily Express.” 

But former Prime Minister Hd- 
ward Heath said “there is a deeper 
significance, There have been very 
deep investigations into the prob- 
Jem of the press, including two im- 
portant ones over the last few years, 
which have analyzed the situation 


very clearly. The press knows very 
well what the problems are.” 

Wilson and members of his new 
Labour Party government have ac- 
cused the British news media of one- 
sidedness and of unfair attacks upon 
Labour politicians. 

“The tragedy is, there is no agree- 
ment within the industry on what 
the facts are,” Wilson replied. “τὶ is 
right there should be a royal com- 
mission at this time.” 


Meanwhile, in a letter to “The 
Times,” former Attorney-General 
Lord Shaweross said he once had 


“incontrovertible evidence” of cor- 
ruption by a high-ranking public 
figure but could do nothing about 
it. 

In 1953, while president of the 
Board of Trade, Shawcross said he 
gained knowledge “in regard to one 
individual occupying a far more ex- 
alted position than the comparative- 
ly small fry concerned in recent 
cases."

Shipping Division 

The Comptroller found that the Di- 
vision had pot been very; careful in 
its Heensing of ships’ crews and 
safety standards, and in some cases 
ships had ‘been permitted to sail 
with complements below the mini- 
mum safety” standards. Of 44 ships 
checked, 31 had been allowed to sail 
— some several times — with tem- 
porary safety permits. The Divison 
also failed to check Israeli ships 
safle under flags of convenience. 

The Division was found derelict 
in Heensing the growing number of 
small craft, including pleasure craft. 
The Transport Ministry said it con- 
sidered the Police responsible for 
licensing such craft, as it licenses 
motor vehicles, 'but the Police had 
found it impossible to include all 
boats, for lack of manpower. The 
C:amptroller informed the two bodies 
that he considered the control va- 
tuum created by their the 
buck back and forth intolerable, and 
at a meeting called by him they 
agreed that the Police, in coopera- 
tion with the Diviston, would ope- 
rate control units to single out craft 
that had not been checked, and the 
Division is to work out arrange- 
ments for initial licensing as the 
Comptroller had opposed.

The Transport Ministry is respon- 
sible for control of the production 
and import of spare parts and their 
marketing. Some 450 approved trad- 
ers are regist8red with the Licens- 
ing Department, but the Comptroller 
discovered ‘that not all the traders 
had asked for licences, and the De-

Spare parts manufacturers start- 
ed operating without production 1i- 
cences' and without control by the 
Department, and in some cases the 
manufacturers simply omitted sub- 
mitting their products to Depart- 
ment control. One large manufac- 
turer, who exports most of his goods,

ply for the required licence” and 
the Comptroller strongly recommend-

Ministries get together as soon as 
possible to work out a joint scheme 
to asstire proper licensing and con- 
trol of spare parts manufacturers. 

The Comptroller also scored the 
Department for failing to carry out 
follow-up checks on spare parts im- 
porters, and to follow up customers’ 
complaints on ted prices or 
shortages of certain parts. The Comp- 
troller notes that this field is im- 
portant both economically and for 
reasons of safety, and though care- 
ful control is difficult, because of 
the rapidly growing number and 
types of vehicles, the Department 
did not make use of its authority 
in a ‘way that would contribute to 
& meaningful improvement 

As a result of the criticism, the 
Ministry informed the Comptroller 
that it imtends to reorganize the 
Department, 


Ports Authority 


The Comptrolier checked the con- 
struction of two container quays in 
Ashdod port, started in 1968, at a 
total cost of TL26 million. He found 
that the Authority had not obliged 
the firm engaged to plan the work 
to fulfil all its obligations under 
the contract. No detailed monthly 
progress reports were made and in 
gome cases there were no reports 
or checks on the completion of work 
by contractors, The Comptroller did 
not accept the Authority's explana- 
tion that it had received current re- 
ports, and recommended that writ- 
ten reports ‘be required. 

Be also found that the tenders /s- 
sued by the Authority had not been 
satisfactory, planning had not been 
sufficiently detailed and comprehen- 
sive and considerable delays occur- 
red in the completion of the work. 
As a result congestion in the port 
could not be eased. 

In Haifa port, construction costs 
for the container terminal rose well 
beyond the original figure, partly 
because the initial planning was not 
carried out carefully and the plans 
had to be changed half way through 
resulting in delays 

The Comptroller also found short- 
comings in bookkeeping of services 
to ships in the ports. As a result 
considerable sums owing the Autho- 
rity from shippers were not proper- 
ly recorded and deposits and gua- 
rantees on account of services re- 
ceived were insufficient. 

On March, $1, 1978, outstanding 
debts from the ports’ clients total- 
led Ti25m., which were covered by 
only IL7.5m. in deposits and IL2.5m. 
fn guarantees. Zf the Authority 
would charge the clients fhe accept- 
ed 15 per.cent interest, it would have 
an income of IL2.hm. annually. 
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TOURISM MINISTRY 


INVESTMENT LOANS 
POORLY SUPERVISED

TN its first section, the Comptrol- 
ler’s report on the Ministry of 
Tourism deals with government as- 
sistance to investments in the tour- 
ism industry in the years 1968-72, 
the period m which the various as- 
pects of this assistance were inves- 
tigated. The probe encompassed 
large projects, 81} ‘but one of them 


Assistance to approved projects 
tn the industry is granted through 
the Tourist Enterprises Development 
Company, 2 government company, 
on the recommentation of the Min- 
istry’s Investments Committee and on 
terms laid down largely by the Min- 
isterial Economic Committee. Nearly 
1L500m. wes invested in hotel con- 
struction during this veriod, the 
company granting L in 
loans alone, ranging from 39.2 to 
53.8 per cent. 

In 1972 the loans totalled 1166.4m. 
on a total investment of IL.227.9m. 

‘The report points to a mumber of 


omic, engineering and architectural 
aspects of the projects, and the 
fmaneial position of the applicants, 
had been investigated as required. 

In a number of cases, the com- 
pany neglected to investigate vari- 
ous features that qualify an enter- 
prise as an “approved project,” al- 
though ‘the size of a loan depends 
@irectly on the extent to which 
‘such requirements are fulfilled. 

Loan instalments are released on 
the basis of 2 ‘building progress re- 
port by engineers supervising a pro- 
ject on behalf of the company, and 
8 report from accountants concern- 
ing the total amount of the invest- 
ment at the corresponding stage of 
construction. The Comptroiler found 
that the company in a number of 
cases released funds on the basis of 
only one of the two reports required, 
and that the amounts of the funds 
released were greater than was jus- 
tified by the reports in hand, How- 
ever, in all cases, on the completion 
of the projects concerned, the pro- 
per ratio was restored between loan 
and total investment. 

In other cases, the company in 
releasing funds neglected to ascer- 
tain whether the investor had, as 
required, obtained approval for his 
project from the local and regional 
planning committees. 

The company’s records show that 
at the end of December, 1972, 65 
of about 400 ‘beneficiaries were in 
arrears. The situation had improved 
by the outbreak of war last October, 
but was not remedied. Investigation 
of 28 cases of arrears showed that 
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the largest number — 12 — were 
19 or more months behind schedul- 
ed payments, three of them more 
than four years in arrears, while one 
was by then declared a bad debt 
and written off. 

The Comptroller criticized as in- 
adequate the arrangement between 
and the banks which 
administer the loans, including col- 
lection of repayments. In many 
eases the banks fail to report to 
the company, until a long time 
after release of the loans, any re- 
port on the rate of repayments. Re- 
ports on arrears were submitted to 
the company every six months, al- 
though recently the period was 
halved. The company has no docu- 
mented evidence of the action taken 
by banks to collect arrears, 
The Comptroller found few minutes 
of meetings up to mid-1972 of the 
company's Arrears Committee, al- 
‘though it was established in 1968.

No action 

While the company explained that 
arrangements for the liquidation of 
arrears are made directly with the 
loan beneficiary concerned, it was 
found that in 8 number of cases 
where the latter did not live up to 
the agreement, the company failed 
to take any action. 

The Comptroller notes, however, 
that ‘the shortcomings listed in the 
report occurred less frequently 
after the company in 1973 issued 
written instructions concerning im- 
plementation of loans. 

In another part of the report, the 
Comptroller calls for effective coor- 
dination between the company, the 
Customs administration and other 
factors involved to prevent abuses 
of exemptions from indirect taxes 
(customs, luxury, purchase) granted 
on goods required for construction 
of approved projects. 

Under existing conditions, ‘the 
entrepreneur immediately upon re- 
ceiving approved project status can 
acquire, free of tax, all the goods 
which he declares are required for’ 
the projeci’s construction. Customs:
